SEED BUSINESS. 


The SEED Business was commenced at Ballarat in 18 55, and the 
Melbourne establishment opened in 1868. 

Finding the difficulty of procuring genuine and good growing Seeds, 
we commenced in 1858 to save many varieties ourselves, and have 
continued to do so ever since. 

We established a system of methodically testing the growing qualities 
of our Seeds before sending them out, the trials and results being all 
recorded in a Register. 

We are now in a position to supply all sorts of Seeds—Agricultural, 
Horticultural, or Flower Seeds, in large or small quantities, on the same 
terms as, and sometimes on better terms than, any other House in the 
trade. 


THE NURSERY. 


The NURSERY was commenced at Warrenheip, in the neighbourhood 
of Ballarat, in 1858. The extent of ground now under cultivation is 


thirty-seven acres.

The soil is chocolate coloured loam of volcanic origin, and is most 
remarkable for causing Plants to root well.

Fruit Trees have been imported largely from Europe and America. 


Specimen Plants have been planted of every variety, and thus it is 
ascertained what sorts are suited to the climate, and the accuracy of 
each variety is ascertained. 


A very great variety of European, Asiatic, and American Ornamental 
Trees have been imported ; a portion of the ground has been set aside 
for specimens of these, and many of them have now attained consi- 
derable size. 


Upwards of £2,000 has been spent in introducing these new Fruits 
and new Trees,

Of Ornamental Trees, Shrubs, Greenhouse Plants, Florists’ Flowers, 
Bulbous Flowers, and Useful Plants, an endless variety has been intro- 
duced by us, and distributed all over the colonies. We were the first 
to introduce the Wellingtonia gigantea ; the beautiful Silver Poplar was 
brought here by us; the rich-leaved Corstorphine Plane ; the singular 
Purple Laburnum ; the two varieties of Weeping Elm; the Kilmarnock 
Weeping Willow ; the unique Thuja aurea; the double Petunia, Elise 
Matthieu ; the Verbena Foxhunter; the genuine Myatt’s Victoria 
Rhubarb, and many other good things, were originally introduced 
by us. 7 


Indeed, from first to last, we have brought hither very nearly oNE 
MILLION of living Plants. 


Nor have we discontinued our exertions in this branch, for during 
the early part of this very year we received large importations from 
Europe. We shall by and bye be offering some of the Novelties, 
such as the new Pear, “‘ Duchesse d’Angouleme” (Pitmaston), the new 
Grape Vine, “The Golden Champion,” and many other interesting 
and useful things. 


We cultivate a very large collection of BULBS, valued at 41500. 
Of Hyacinths alone we generally flower 10,000 in October, and we 
bloomed 20,000 Gladiolus during last season. 


We have imported all the finest DaHLias as they made their ap- 
pearance in Europe. We have discarded 350 Varieties year by year, 
as we found them superseded by better sorts. Our collection now con- 
sists of about 80 very select sorts. 


We have imported many of the newest and best Roses, and have 
now almost all the Koses worth having. 


_ We correspond with almost all the other Nurseries in the various colo- 
nies, and’can procure any Plants or Seeds not in our own Catalogue. 


The very greatest care is taken to msure accuracy in naming Fruit 
Trees and other Plants. An error may occur, but we never send out a 
Plant knowing it to be incorrectly named. 


We are accustomed to pack and forward Plants and Seeds and Bulbs 
to all the neighbouring colonies—to New Zealand, to India, even up to 
the Himalaya Mountains; and we receive the most flattering and un- 
solicited testimonials from our correspondents as to our style of packing, 
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and the safe arrival of the plants, and the satisfactory results arising 
from their cultivation. 


After all these exertions to establish this useful business in the coun- 
try, it will hardly be credited that one of the greatest troubles we have 
experienced in our career has arisen from the unjust competition we have 
had to contend against with the Government of Victoria. For many 
years a large nursery establishment has been maintained in Melbourne 
at the expense of the State, costing some thousands of pounds per 
annum, and from this institution there have been distributed hundreds 
of thousands of plants, nominally to Public Institutions, Borough 
Councils, Public Gardens, Church Grounds and Cemeteries ; but also 
very extensively to Private Gardens, and Private Pleasure Grounds, free 
of all cost to the recipients. ‘The severe discouragement which not 
only we, but all the Nurserymen of the colony, have received from the 
State in this unequal contest, has undoubtedly prevented the Nursery 
business from being so vigorously prosecuted as it otherwise would have 
been. Year after year we have been informed that this practice was to 
be discontinued, but this very Autumn (1870) the gratuitous distribu- 
tion of plants goes on more extensively than ever—and large quantities 
of Seeds are arriving at the Gardens from foreign countries to keep up 
the supply. 

This treatment the Nurserymen receive from the Government of 
Victoria, which professés to give special encouragement to native 
industries. 


TREE SEEDS. 


We shall publish a list of TREE SEEDS, with a few Practical Instruc- 
tions as to the rearing of them. We take particular care to disclaim 
any responsibility as to the growth of these Tree Seeds, because they 
often arrive in indifferent condition (and yet we are glad to get them), 
and because success in rearing them requires an amount of peculiar 
skill and experience not possessed by all gardeners.
